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This  genealogy  W»S  compiled  partly  from  personal  research  made  ot  official 
records  in  some  of  the  towns  in  Pennsylvania;  partly  from  information  collected 
by  DR.  CHARLES  ROSS  PARKE,  of  Blooming-ton,  Ills..  (No.  101),  and 
forwarded  by  him  to  the  compiler;  and  from  letters  sent  by  various  other 
members  of  the  family. 


1.  ARTHUR  PARKE  appears  to  have  settled  in 
Chester  county,  Pennsylvania  before  1720.  A  de- 
scendant has  stated  that  he  and  his  wife  Mary  emi- 
grated from  Donegal  county,  Ireland,  and  brought 
with  them  four  children;  and  that  they  were  of  a 
Scotch-Irish  Presbyterian  family.  He  acquired  con- 
siderable land  in  Chester  county.  At  a  meeting  of 
the  Commissioners  of  Property,  held  in  1720: 
"  Arthur  Park  desires  the  addition  of  about  40  or  50 
acres  of  land  Joyning  on  the  South  End  of  his  tract 
in  Chester  County."  In  1733  he  purchased  a  large 
tract  of  land  in  Lancaster  County,  which  was  con- 
firmed to  him  by  a  confirmation  deed  from  the  Pro- 
prietaries of  Pennsylvania  in  1738.  He  died  about 
1739,  as  his  will,  dated  Jan.  5,  1739,  is  on  file  at 
West  Chester  as  having  been  proved  Feb.  1,  1739-40. 

This  will  states  that  he  was  of  Fallowfield,  County 
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of  Chester,  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  and  gives  to 
well  beloved  wife  Mary  Park  and  sister  Jane  Park 
her  own  room  and  furniture  belonging  with  full  pro- 
vision for  her  and  her  sister.  Makes  bequests  to 
son-in-law  Wm.  Noblett  and  his  wife,  also  his  two 
daughters  Anne  Noblett  and  Margaret  Noblett;  to 
my  brother  Samuel  Parke;  to  my  brother  David's 
daughter  Anne  Park;  to  my  two  grandsons  Arthur 
Park  Sr..  and  Arthur  Park  Jr.,  ;£l0  apiece  to  be  paid 
when  they  come  of  age;  Joseph  Park  and  John  Park 
to  be  my  Executors;  orders  son  John  to  sign  over  to 
his  brother  Joseph  (my  son)  all  title  to  that  land 
upon  which  Joseph  now  lives;  son  Joseph  one-half  of 
all  my  estate;  son  John  the  remainder;  Joseph  and 
John  to  officiate  in  my  stead  as  Executors  over  their 
brother's  Samuel  Park's  children.
